FILLING THE ICEHOUSE. 


i Proper Method »t Storing to Secure 
the Best Remits. 

Mr. J. H, Brown Jn-Rdral New Work¬ 
er explains the method he uses to store 
ice. The illustration shows a cross sec¬ 
tion of his icehouse, with boards nail¬ 
ed horizontally on the inside of the 
poles. 

From 12 to 15 inches should be left 
between the ice cakes and the walls. 
Locate the icehouse where good uatural 
drainage may he secured. Tile may be 
laid, as indicated at A, to secure moro 
adequate drainage if needed. Cut the 
cakes so as to break joints, say 18 by 
30 inches or 15 by 30, as conditions 
may require. It will be impossible to 
make the cakes fit together perfectly, 
no matter how expert the saw manipu¬ 
lator may he. On this account we put 
in one layer, fit closely as possible, 
then shave over the upper surface of 
all the cakes with a carpenter’s adze. 
The shavings of ice are swept into the 
creyices between cakes. When freezing 
cold, a little water is sprinkled over 
the whole surface to cement the layer 
solidly together. 

As each layer is completed the saw¬ 
dust should be filled in around the 
sides level with the top and solidly

tamped down. Allow no sawdust to 
remain on top of the various layers 
until the icehouse is filled. Fig. 20 
shows the sixth layer in and ready for 
the sawdust. Ice is preserved by being 
packed away from the air. As hot 
weather comes on the ice will settle 
some. Be sure to keep the sawdust 
tamped down around the sides fre¬ 
quently during early summer and see 
that no airholes form. 

When the ice is all packed in, cover 
with ten to fifteen inches of sawdust. 
Leave the gables open more or less to 
allow free circulation of air over the 
ice. I hope that this description, with 
sketches, of our own successful har¬ 
vesting and storing of ice in a cheap 
pole frame icehouse will encourage 
many farmers to decide to have some 
Ice-next season, and may they thor¬ 
oughly enjoy for the first time the 
cooling benefits which accrue to' tho 
fortunate possessors of the congealed 
fluid. 


Milking Cows Continuously. 

A friend asks my experience in milk 
ing cows continuously. 1 have some 
cows that insist on uot going dry. I 
like to have them dry about a month 
before freshening, both for the vigor 
of the calf and for the recuperation of 
the cow, says W. F. McSparran in Na¬ 
tional Stockman. But I am not sure 
the cow or calf either needs this if the 
cow vs properly fed, and that is a very 
difficult thing to come at, so I prefer 
the period of rest if I can persuade the 
cow to take it. Whether she milks 
better during the lactation after fresh¬ 
ening because she rested or not I can’t 
say. Some well informed cow men 
say it makes no difference in her peri¬ 
od yield except, in the flush after calv 
ing;, with a rest before. It is hard to 
estimate. I have never known cows 
to do each year alike, so it is impossi¬ 
ble to tell what the cow might have 
done. 


Water For Dairy Cattle. 

Water must certainly be regarded as 
a food, for It makes up over two-thirds 
of the body weight and must be con¬ 
stantly ingested to keep up the normal 
body, writes Dr. George T. Palmer in 
Hoard’s Dairyman. The water for the 
cow must never come from ponds or 
pools and should not be taken even 
from running streams if there is any 
chance that the stream may have been 
contaminated by sewage. In a thickly 
populated country, like our middle and 
western states, the chances iu favor of 
contamination of country streams are 
very strong. The water given cows in 
a high grade dniry farm should be 
from good wells,and springs and should 
be supplied in troughs capable of easy 
cleansing. The lining of the trough 
should be of such material as to permit 
thorough scouring.

The Green Country Brakeman Who 
Introduced the “Saw By.” 

Many years ago a green country boy 
applied to the superintendent of a 
western railway for work and, some¬ 
what against the superintendent’s 
wish, on account of the danger to life 
and limb attendant upon such occupa¬ 
tion, was given a place as brakeman of 
a freight train. 

On one of his first trips it happened 
that his train met another freight train 
at a station where the sidetrack was 
not long enough to accommodate either 
of them. The conductors were debat¬ 
ing which train ‘ should back up to a 
point where they could pass when'the 
new hand ventured to suggest that nei¬ 
ther should back; that they could pass 
each other by means of the short side¬ 
track if the thing was managed right.

Be sure of a proper churning temper¬ 
ature, as cream will sometimes 'pro¬ 
duce what is known as foaming and 
will nearly fill the churn. This may be 
caused ’either by too much speed at 
starting, churn too full of creanf or 
cream being too cold (especially a thin 
cream). The best remedy is to divide 
the cream into two churnings and pro¬ 
ceed at a proper churning temperature. 
In my experience I have found crCam 
after being churned for between four 
and five successive hours, theu given a 
rest of about an hour, began to break 
in ten minutes after starting the sec¬ 
ond time. * 1 * 

After the first stop the cream was 
not apparently any nearer the breaking 
point than when first started. After’the 
butter granules have reached the Size 
of a “pin’s head,” or from one-sixth to 
one-eighth of an inch in diameter, the 
buttermilk is drawn off and strained 


tome Expressions the Use of Which 
Should Be Reformed. 

“Extra” is an abused word. People 
say “extra good” or “extra cheap" in 
order to intensify “good” and “cheap." 
But “extra" has no such force. So far 
from intensifying.a given condition, it 
denies it by indicating that the thing 
so described lies outside the sphere or 
quality named. Thus, “extra judicial" 
does not mean more than ordinarily ju¬ 
dicial, as though a judge had dredged 
his conscience in giving an opinion, but 
outside of judicial and therefore inca¬ 
pable of being judged at ail in the pre 
scribed way. 

A grievous fault is the use of ‘iden 
tify” in a phrase like this, “He is iden 
tilled with the apytlvacoiuatlon move 
ment” A man can only identify him¬ 
self with another man or set. of men. 
He can identify himself with the op¬ 
ponents of vaccination—and even here 
the word carries a shade of meaning of 
its own, distinguishing the phrase from 
such a one as “he joined the opponents 
of vaccination.”

Both under and over- ripe 
cream will require more washing than 
properly ripened cream. The impor¬ 
tance of using clean and pure wash 
water cannot be overestimated. ! 

The butter is now in a condition to 
salt, and the amount to use varies 
widely under different conditions. Salt 
preserves butter to a certain extent 
and greatly improves the taste. If salt 
has been used in washing, the finished 
butter will not require as much, or, in 
other words, the drier the butter the 
less salt needed. From one to two 
ounces of salt per pound of butter ,fat 
should be used. Butter only 'retains 
from one-half to, three-fourths of the 
nsalt, depending upon the condition of 
the salt, which should be kept fine and 
in a clean place, as it absorbs odor, v- 

The salt does,not enter the individual 
butter granules or grains, but is dis¬ 
solved .in. the water present, and any 
excess of it promptly coheres to the 
surface of the grains and is pressed 
between them. Thus we see the im¬ 
portance of the kind and Tight use.of 
Shit.
